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LOST WITH ALL ON BOARD | 


A TERRIBLE DISASTER ON 
LAKE MICHIGAN. 
THE PROPELLER VERNON WRECKED 
AND FROM THIRTY: TO FIFTY LIVES 
SUPPOSED TO BE LOST. 


CuicaGo, Oct. 30.—The propeller Vernon, 
ef the Nortiern Michigan Line, foundered dur 
ing the terrible gale which raged on Lake Michi- 
gan yesterday, and itis almost certain that of 
her entire crew and list of passengers, numbering 
ever 30, and probably close on to 50, not a soul 
escaped. No greater loss of life has occurred on 
&ny one wreck onthe lakes this season, and the 
uneertainty as to the actual number of lives 
fost gives it a magnitude greater than any since 
the Canadian steamship Algona was wrecked on 
[Isle Royal in Lake Superior two years ago. 

The first news of the disaster came to Chicago 
in a dispatch from Milwaukee, where the steam- 
er Superior arrived last night. The Superior had 
passed not only large quantities of wreckage, 
but bad passed, unable to succor, a raft anda 

mall boat in which persons appealing in 
vuin for help were seen. The Vernon 
was due at Milwaukee yesterday, and there was 


every reason to believe that the people and the 
Wreckase were from that vessel. This after- | 
noon the tug Edith picked up the front part of a 
pilut house six miles southeast ef Two Rivers, 
Vis. Attached to it was a handsomely-carved 
signboard with the name * Vernon.” This set- 
thes beyond doubt the identity of the steamer 
that went down Saturday. 

“To pass one wan ona raft appealing for our 
help, another dying from exposure, and a smali 
beat in Which we could see one woman and 
three men, one of the latter hailing with a coat 
stack up on his oar, all being tugssod about ina 
terrible sea without our being able to render 
them ahy assistance, was heartrending in 
the extrewe,” said Capt. Moran, of the 
Superior, in telitne his story. ‘* We were also 
Neoting for our lives, our steamer having he- 
cume disabled in the sea,” said the Captain, 
“and it was three hours before we had 
made repairs so that we could handle ourselves, 
aud (hen we were out of sight of the shipwrecked 
men. it was about 10 o'clock this morning 
when off Two Rivers, some miles out in 
Lake Michigan, that we passed through some ium- 
ber. Five wiles further on we passed a lotof bar- 
rels,and then encountered wreckage for some 
distance. Among it Was furniture and bed- 
clothing besides hfe preservers here and there. 
When about six wiles east-northeast of Mani- 
toweea lookout called me on deck with the in- 
formation that a raft could be seen with a 
manon it. AsIwenton deck I could plainiy 
see the man waving his hand to us. He was 
standing upricht on the raft, which was about 
balf a mile between us and the shore, and the 
sea Was wasLing overit. it appeared about 12 
feet square aud as if it might be the top of a 
cabin.” 

Ten minutes later we sizhted another raft, also 
about a balf mile inside of us. It was much 
smaller, apparently not more than 4 by 8 
feet, and lovxeu'like a piece of bulwarks. On it 
Was lhing a man wiho, aitbough still alive, 
probably did not discern us, as he was too 
jargone. We could see him dip his head and his 
frail littie feat was tussed about in ihe sea as 
{hough he was about dead. We saw a yaw! with 
three men aud ope woman in ita little further 
seuth. There may, however, have been more of 
them lying duwn in the boat, the three we 
SaW belug on the Seats. One of the men wus 
standing up holding his oar with his coat 
Swinging on it to attract attention. Their 
hearis must bave been gladdened in their 
expectation of heip from us. How inhuman 
they must have thought us when we passed 
them by, and within a mile, too, without even 
turging our vessel toward thein! Bat with our 
Steering gear disabled as it was We could not 
Steer our vessel, and there was nothing for us 
to de bnt hope ibat some of the vessels 
eowing up the lake astern of us might discover 
them and pick them up.. I doubt, however, if 
any boatcould have pickeu up the yawl in such an 
awful sea, and to have taken wen off a raft would 
Baye been Impossibie. It was as heavy u sea as 
i bave experience: in all my life on the iakes. 
Just to give an idea of it, the Sandusky, which 
we hai in tow, sometimes buried herselr so 
that only half of her masts could be seen. 
Oute sue staid ubder so long that I thougat she 
Was goue.” ‘ 

Capt. Wiliams, of the schooner Joseph Paige, 
tela a similar story. His vessei bad passed 
through the wreckage a litle later than the Su- 
perior. “ We encountered a part of a pilothouse,” 
said Capt. Williams, ‘“‘and there was a man 
ouit. He was olfour port quarter about half a 
mile aud was clingingto the pilothouse. He 
seemed to be getting aiong fairly well uuder the 
circumstances. The sea wus running so high 
that itiified our boet from tue davits. Had 
we discovered the man on top of the pilothouse 
before we got abreast we wight have picked 
him up, but we saw him too late. and 1t was 
impossible to turn back in the terrible gale of 
Wiud that was blowing.” 

The stories told by the Captains of the Superi- 
Orand the Juseph Paige were contirmed by 
those of the crews of vessels which arrived 
here to-day. The schooner Blazing Star, 
which arrived late this evening, reported 
haviug passed through a great quantity of 
Wreckage atl o’ciock Saturday afternoon. The 
crew counted the bodies of 10 dead men, each 
With a cork iifepreserver strapped about it. 
They also saw a living man perched on top of 
the reofofa cabin. He was shouting for help, 
but altaough his eries could be distinctly heard, 
the crew of the vessel say they were powerless 
to render any assistance. The schooner Horace 
H. Badger passed through the wreckage later in 
the day and sighted two bodies. 

Probably not less than 30 and perhaps 60 lives 
were lost witi the steamer. The exact number 
Taay never be known. Only one list of the pas- 
seugers aud crew was kept, and that was aboard 
of tue Vernon. There is no survivor to tell the 
Story. Tue wanagera of the line say that the 
crew numbered between 23 und 25, and they know 
the baibes of only eight. Wheelmen, tiremen, 
and deck bands are changed so frequently that 
no effort: is made to keep a list of them. Nor 
can they give any information concerning the 
passengers. The Captain of the Lawrence, the 
only other boat of the Northern Michigan 
Line, estimates that there were at least 50 
persons on the Vernon, and there is no reason 
to hope that anybody escaped. In the absence 
of @ passenger list, and the inability of the of- 
ficers of the line to furnish the names of even i 
the members of the crew, it is impussible to give | 
@ list of theivst. [tis known, however, that the 
foliowing passengers were aboard the Vernon: 

Ciifford B. Bannigras, of Chicago; Miss Sarah 
Durkin, of Chicago; Miss Kate Gallagier, 
daughter of the Postmaster of Mackinac Island; 
Mrs. Duuieavy, of St. James, Beaver Island. 

Among the crew were: Capt. George Thorpe, 
of Ogdeusburg, N. Y., master; Capt. Jobn Sulli- 
Van, mate; Capt. Higvins, of Chicago, second 
toate; F. W. Burke, clerk, eldest son of one of 
the owners of the line; Charlies Marcau, First 
Evgineer; Frank M. Hali, of Chicago, Second 
Evgineer, 4 brother of Edward Hall, of Chicayo; 
Martin Bean, steward, and Henry Bean, porter. 
it is feared that Government Boiier Inspectors 
Reed and Fitzgerald, of Milwaukee, were on the 
vessel. 

The Vernon was returning from Chehoygan, 
Mich.,and had stopped at St. Ignace, Mackinac 
Istand, Beaver Island, Harbor Springs, Potosxy, 
Eik Rapids, Traverse ag Northport, and 
Good Harbor, leaving the last-uamed port 
on Friday. Telegraph offices at some 
of the places are not open on Sunday, 
but inguiries made during the day brought 
the names given above of passengers who 
are known to have been on the steamer 
when ss@ went down, On her previous 
trip to Chicago the Vernon had about 50 pas- 
eeugers, most of Whom were laborers who were 
returning from St. Ignace. She may have had 
as wany this time, although the local agents are 
inclined to think otherwise. 

The case of Clifford B. Baumeras is a peculiar- 
ly sad one, He is the son of Peter Baumegras, an 
artist of this city, The young man was the pu- 
pil of Lorado Taft, the sculptor, and was mak- 
ing splendid progress in that art. He was 18 
Sears old. fa tall, handsome young man, the 
pride of is father, and loved by ail 
whoknew him. hres weeks ago he went to 
Cheboygan ou a pleasure trip. He wrote home 
euriy last week aunouncing bis intention of 
starting forfUhicago upon a new bout, which he 

had teen informed would stop at Cueboygan. 
Shorty after the receipt of this ietter 
his father teicgraphed him not to come home by 
the lakes. The hutei keeper answered the dis- 

atch by saying that Baumgras had already

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chiefly of produce. There are many who at- 
tribute her loss to overloading. Without cargo 
she was a deeper draught vessel than any on 
the lakes, and it wasimposaible to load her with 
profit to her owners without making her unsea- 
worthy. Inorder to obtain great speed her 
builder sacrificed buoyancy and stability, and 
every experienced vesselman who saw the 
Vernon after she was launched predicted that 
she would sooner or later meet with disaster.

The Phenix Gazetie is owned and controlled 
by Gov.

At 
the time this letter was written the Governor's 
ex-private secretary was its editor. The Slar 
says editorially: “The Mormons now hold the 
balance of power between the political parties 
in Arizona. Their influence as a political 
factor is felt in the Arizona Legislature. 
At Prescott last Winter it is well known 
that an agreement was made between the 
Mormon Bisbop from Salt Lake and the Execu- 
tive of Arizona, In which it was agreed that no 
lecislation inimicat to the Mormon Church or 
polygamy was to be had.

The Star charges 
that the Chief Executive of Arizona is using his 
high office to unite the Church and State; 

[If a com- 
bine has been made with the Mormon Church 
of Arizona for political purposes, it predicts 
that at the next election there will be but ons 
issue, whether the State or the Chureh shail 
control the policy of Arizona, and when such an 
issue arises it will make the political parties in 
Arizona Mormon and anti-Mormon. There will 
be no doubt as to the outcome. As the Stur is a 
strong national Administration journal its 
Zulick-Mormon combine expusé creates much 
comment. 


FIFTEEN LIVES LOST, 


A BARK WRECKED AND ONLY SEVEN 
OF THE CREW SAVED. 

San Francisco, Oct. 830.—On March 20 
last the iron bark Derry Castle, belonging to 
Limerick, ireland, left Geelong for Falmouth 
with wheat. No trace of her could be found at 
any port, and she was posted at Lloyds as miss- 
ing. On Sept. 22 eight survivors of the Derry 
Castle’s crew reached Meibourne on the sealer 
Awarsa. They stated that the missing bark had 
been cast away on Enderby Island, one 
of the Aukland group, eight days after commenc- 
ing the homeward voyage. The Captain, both 
mates, and 12 seamen were drowned in trying to 
reach the reef. Seven of the crew and the only 
passenger, James McGhie, endured for five 
months @ series of privations and adventures 
which seldom occurin real life. The scene of 
the wreck is rarely visited by vessela. The sur- 
vivors had no food except shell fish, which 


were Very scarce, and they had but iittle cov- 
ering. The island was explored and the party 
Was much cheered by finding on the other side 
of the harbor a small hut, which, it appears, was 
formerly used as a depot for stores for sbip- 
wrecked seanien. The place was opened with 
the expectation of finding food, but it was a 
terrible disappointment tv find that all it con- 
tained was a pint bottle of sait. The New-Zea- 
land Government*had maintained four depots 
for relief of castaways, but lately dispensed 
with all but one on the mainland at Port 
Ross. To Port Koss, which was in sight, the 
survivors strained their eyes in hopeless yearv- 
ing to reach it, but they had no means of tak 
ing @ boat.’ Fire was finally obtained by dis- 
charging a cartridge found in one of the men’s 
peckets. Life was maintained by parching 
wheat which was washed ashore trem a cargo 
of a wrecked bark. On the ninety-second day 
an old axehead was discovered in the 
sand. By its means efforts were made 
to construct a boat or obiong box. Calking 
was done with odds and ends of rope, and yarn 
was driven into the seams witha piece of hoop 
iren. The boat was eventually launched. Two 
of the party pushed off from the shore in hope 
of reaching Port Ross. The effort was success- 
ful, and soon signal fires at Port Ross told that 
help was at hand. On July 19 the shipwrecked 
men were transferred to the mainland and their 
sufferings were at an end. 


MURDER OR SUICIDE.

A SINGULARLY SUSPICIOUS CASE IN SAN 
FRANCISCO. 

SAN FRaNcISCcO, Oct. 30.—On Oct. 23 the 
dead budy of Henry Benhayon, brother of Mrs 
Cecilia Bowers, deceased, for whose alleged 
murder her busband is now in jail under sen- 
tence of death, was found. In the same room 
with the corpse was a written confession and a 
number of letters addressed to various peraons, 
supporting the confession and indicating the 
suicide of ths writer. The confession was to 
the effect that the suicide was the murderer of 
luis sister and that Dr. Bowers was inuocent. It 
did not take long for some one to start the 


theory of muraer and forgery, with Dr. Bowers ; 


as theinstigator of the plot. The theory rapidly 
found adberepts, and soon a number of persons 
were placed under surveillance by the police. 
Meanwhile the Coroner’s inguest was In prog- 
ress, and the testimony threw stiong suspicion 
on John Dimmig, a uative of Cleveland,-Ghio, 
and forthe past three years aresident of this 
city, aS the murderer. It also, for a time, stroug-

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S PLANS 


HE TALKS TO A REPORTER 
Alt QUEENSTOWN. 

GOING DIRECT TO WASHINGTON—HE 
LAUGHS AT CANADIAN NEWSPAPER 
ATTACKS—THE HOME RULE WAR, 

Lonpon, Oct. 30.—In an interview on 
board the Etruria at Queenstown to-day Mr. 

Chamberlain said he had thoroughly enjoyed the 

trip from Liverpool, though the weather had 

been squally and cold. On his arrivalin New- 

York he intends to go direct to Washington, 

not to Ottawa first, as Canadians papers 

have stated. He laughed heartily on 
hearing the rumor that the Irish Attorney- 

General would accompany him, and said 

that the Canadian press ought to 

have known thatthe Attorney-General’s work 
was cut out for himin Ireland. He attached no 
importance to the strictures which certain Ca- 
nadian and American papers had thought fit to 
pass upon him. Hesaid: “I shall enter upon 
my duties unaffected in the slightest degree by 
any outside hostile criticism. I do not intend 
to return to England directly my labors are fin- 
ished. Not having been in America before I am 
awfully anxious to see the country and its insti- 
tutions, Itisalsomy purpose to visit Canada. 
It is, therefore, unlikely that I shall return 


ee shortly before the assembling of Parlia- 
meut.” 

On being questioned regarding home rule, he 
said he hud ceased to ne a politician for a couple 
of months. He had, however, no hesitation in 
saying that those who were sanguine of soon 
seeing 6 Parliament in Dublin would have to 
wait much longer than they expected. “I will 
go a step further,” he continued, “and say 
that I am inclined to think that if a 
great and generous scheme of local 
xovernment were granted to Treland the 
feeling which is represented as being so intense, 
especially in the South, in favor of a separate 
Parliament would gradually die away. I think 
that much otitis were sentiment. Previous to 
the passing of the Disestablishment bili, reli- 
eious feeling between tue Protestants and Cath- 
olics ran very high, but now it has alaost disap- 
peared. I firmly believe that it is not beyond the 
reach of statesimanuship to make Ireland peacea- 
dle and contented with a full measure of local 
government.” Mr. Chamberlain said he was 
confident that his mission would be successful. 
He expected a cordial reception in America. 
Nobody was more desirous of maintaining good 
relations between England and America than 
he. For some time his miud would be oceupied 
more with otticial matters thau with politics. 

At Kanturk, Ireland, Mr. O’Brien eluded the 
police and addressed an immense crowd of 
people, some of whom were mounted. He said 
this was probably his last day of 
liberty for some time, and he was proud 
to speud it there. He ridiculed Mr. 
Balfour’s idea of repressing the agitation 
by confining the Irish members of the House of 
Commons. ‘These wembers,” he said, * are the 
outposts of an army of 20,000,000 of the Irish 
race. I? this is a conspiracy, it isa conspiracy 
with every element to make national and 
great a@ cause that is unconquerabie.” Con- 
tipuing, he said that tenants who had 
adopted the plan of campaign were sure 
ofa decent roof over their heads this Winter 
and acouiforting Christmas dinuer, which was 
more than may an ont-al-the-elbow rackrenter 
expected. Wherever tenants had the manliness 
to use the plan of campaign and descipline 
to stick to it it protected their homes, 
striking God’s fear into the land- 
lords’ hearts, Of 10,000 persons evict- 
ed during the past year only 140 had 
adopted the plan of campaign. The advantages 
of the plan were thus proved, and it would be 
orgapized on sucha scale this Winter as would 
reward the tenants for their efforts. He depre- 
cated outrage, but, if patience was necessary, 
manhood was still more necessary if they wished 
to win an Irish Parliament and the ownership 
of the soil. 

Mr. Wilfrid Blunt, who was corrvicted of vio- 
lating the Crimes act in speaking at a pro- 
claimed meeting at Woodford, and who was re- 
leased on bail, an appeal against the sentence 
having heen taken, has arrived in London. 
He has written a letter to Lerd = Ran- 
dolph Churchill with reférence to the latter’s 
speech at Stockton. He says he does not 
doubt that if Lord Randolph had been at Wood- 
ford last Sunday and bad known of the doings of 
Clanriearde he would ave done as the writer 
did. He concluded as follows: *“*fam ready to 
do hard iabor or any other penal treatment 
which Mr. Balfour may ecree, and 1 
shall bear him no ill-will But as con- 
cerns the law, he plays with loaded 
dice. The new Crimes act is modeled on 
those hanging commissions which you and I de- 
nounced in Egypt tive years ago. I hope thatif 
you can spare the time vou will attend the bear- 
ing of my appeal in January. That would be 
far better than recommending me to Balfour's 
mercy, Which I do not want.” 

itis officially announced that the Ear) of Lyt- 
ton has been appointed to succeed Lord Lyons 
as British Ambassador at Paris. The Queen will 
bestow an Earldom on Lord Lyons on his retire- 
ment from diplomatié life. 

A terrific gale raged in the Sou.» of England 
on Saturday night. Many buildings were un- 
roofed and there were numerous shippiug 
casualties in the Channel. A boat with a part 
of 12 persons which left Waymouth fora night 8 
trawling was capsized and 10 of the party were 
drowned, A sloop wus wrecked off Dunkirk and 
four men were drowned. 

Four hundred farwersa on the Marquis of Water- 
ford’s estate at Carrick-on-Suir have adopted the 
“plan of campaign.” 

A meeting was held at Woodford, Ireland, to- 
day to denounce the action of the police. A sim- 
ilar meeting was held at Mitchellstown. Neither 
was interfered with. Atthe meeting at Mitch- 
ellstown James Brougham read Mr. O’Brien’s 
illegal speech and detied the Government to 
prosecute him. 

Lord Salisbury has informed M. Waddington, 
the French Ambassador here, that the royal 
sanction has been given to the enforcement of 
the Newfoundland Bait act next season. 

The Moscow Gazette demauds a neutrality 
agreement touching Gibraltar similar to the 
Suez Canal agreemwent, The paper says it be- 
lieves thatif all the powers interested should 
me on such an arrangement England would 
yield.

AILLED HIMSELF AND WIFE. 


THE CRIME OF AN IDLE LIQUOR DEAL- 
ER IN WILLIAMSBURG. 

Louis Feiler, a barber by trade, but a 
liquor dealer by occupation, shot and killed his 
wife, Lizzie, last night at their home, 221 North 
Eighth-street, Brooklyn, Eastern District, and 
then shot himself. At about 9 o'clock a 
womanwho lives “on the second floor of 
the house occupied by Feiler and his wife heard 
loud and angry voices in the room below, fol- 
lowed shortly by blows and a strug- 
gle. Then two pistol shots rang out in 
quick succession. The second-tloor lodger 
immediately rau down stairs, calling for help. 


At the door of the front room she stopped and 
listened, but all was quiet. She opened the door 
and a terrible sight met her eyes. 

Stretched out on the floor, with his face black- 
ened with burned powder and an ugly looking 
wound in his forehead, lay Louis Feiler, appar- 
ently dead. 
ver. Grasped tightly iu his lett arm, aud lying 
across his breast, lay the boty of his wife. 
She had been killed instantly by a shot from 
the 8ame revolver, which had entered her left 
breast and penetrated the heart. Neighbors at 
Once rushed into the house, and word was sent 
to the police. An ambulance soon arrived, 
with a surgeon and Oftticer Hineh, of the Fifth 
Precinct. It was found that Louis Feiler was 
not dead, although the ball had passed entirely 
through bis head. He was taken at once to the 
Eastern District Hospital, where he died at 
11:20 o’clock. The saddest part of the story 
lies in the fact that the two litude childreu of the 
dead couple, one 3 years and the other 6 months 
oll, Were quietly sleeping in the adjoining 
room and were awakened by the pistol shots. 
The elder child, a boy, clambered from his bed 
and ran into the room where bis dead parents 
were lying as the neighbors entered. Feiler 
was 30 years old and his wife 28. 

The ovly cause assigned for the commission of 
the crime is general * crankiness” on the part of 
Feiler, who had been regarded as a shiftiess 
fellow. He had recently bought a s8a- 
loon ou North Third-street, but had since 
been idle. His wife was heard to ask him 
for movey during the day, and be had refused it. 
He had before been heard to threaten to shoot 
his wife. Mrs. Feiler’s mother, Mrs. Jobn 
Bender, and her. brother svon_ arrived 
with other members of her family, and 
care Was taken of the children. Mrs. Feiler’s 
family is American and comfortably situated. 
The house in which the crime was committed 
belonged to Mrs. Bender. The reputations of 
both Feiler and his wife were good among their 
neighbors.

IT GETS CONTROL OF A CHICAGO RAIL- 
ROAD SYSTEM. 

Cxuicaao, Oct. 30.—At a meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Western Division 
Railway Company yesterday the terms of the 
Yerker syndicate for the transfer of the road 
were practically accepted. The furmal transfer 
will be made in a few days. 

The agreement entered into gives the new 
company a majority of the 12,500 shares of the 
oid concerns, the price paid being $650 per share. 
The agreement is that the new company will 


pay the same price for one-half of the shares of 
all the stockholders—aiready having a majority of 
the stock pledged--and further, that 1t will cuar- 
antee the payment of the 35 per cent. ou the par 
value of the stock, ($1,250,000,) anudia!so the 
interest on bonds issued by the old company 
to the amount of $4,000,000, That is, 
a@® wajority of the steck has already 
been pledged to the new company, the Directors 
heuding the list, and that there may be no 
charges of favoritism or unfairness, it stanas 
obligated to purchase one half of the stock of 
all the other holders at the same tigure. The 
only other agreement’in connection with the 
deal is that the purchasing company shall at 
once proceed to put in a cable or other rapid 
transit system on the acquired lines, which is 
probably the most important provision in the 
transfer so far as the public is concerned. 

President Yerkes was seen in reference to the 
matter, but positively refused to talk.. President 
Jones admits that the matter of the sale and 
transfer has been under consideration. The 
facts as ginen above, however, caine from ab in- 
disputable source, aud may be relied upon, the 
purchase being wade on the basis of a valuation 
of $8,125,000 for the entire property.

A RAILROAD SMASH-UP. 


TWO FREIGHT TRAINS WRECKED AT SIL- 
VER CREEK—TWO MEN KILLED. 

BuFFALO, Oct. 30.—Silver Creek. 40 miles 
west of here, was the sceneof another serious 
accident about 2:30 o’clock this morning, though 
in this instance two freight trains were in collis- 
ion instead of a crowded excursion and a freight 
train, as was the case a year ago, and only two 
lives were lostinstead of fifteen. Tae collision was 
between freight trains on the Nickel Plate, and 
it occurred on the other epd of the reverse 
eurve on which the terrible accident of last year 
took place. The trains were running ata high 


rate of speed and came together with terrific 
force, demolishing both engines and burying 
them beneath the débris of six or eight cars 
which were piled upon them. Matt J Booth, 
ensineer, and Henry Quinn, conductor of the 
west-bound train, and the fireman of the east- 
bound train saved themselves by jumping; but 
D. C. Clayton, engineer of the latter train, was 
caught in the wreck, terribly mangied, and 
when extricated was found with bis hand on the 
throttle. He was ouly 22 years old, and lived at 
Conneaut, Ohio. John Martinson, Booth’s ftire- 
man, Was also caught in the gangway just as he 
was about to jump. He was terribly injured, 
aud died in about three hours. He could not be 
taken from the wreck until hours after he 
died. Six cars, about midway in the east- 
bound train, shot out on one side 
into the air, wrecking the telegraph lines and 
burying them in the wreck. Other cars shot out 
on the other side,and the Western New-York 
aud Pennvsylvania tracks were blocked so badly 
that passengers had to be transferred around the 
wreck. A number ofnuarrow and almost wiracu- 
lous escapes are reported. Much valuable mer- 
chandise wae scattered about,and the railroad offi- 
cers had their hands full to prevent it from being 
stolen. Itis said that one train was ordered to 
go to Suinmit, three miles west of Silver Creek, 
and the other to Delaware Spring, eight miles 
east. The dispatchers are at Conneaut. The 
tracks are not yet cleared.

A COAL FAMINE THREATENED. 

St. Louis, Oct..30.—The President and 
Executive Committee of the Consolidated Coal 
Company, Which controls the output of the 8t. 
Louis district, met to-day and considered the de- 
mands made yesterday by the miners. The 
latter metunder the auspices of the Miners’ 
Protective Association of Southern [Illinois and 
the Miners’ Federation of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania, 7,000 miners being represenied. The de- 


mand was for an increase from 50 to 6114, cents 
per ton for hand-mined coal, and an advance to 
machine miners trom $225 to $2 76% 
per day, and to helpers from $2 to 
32 40, and laborers from $1 75 to $2 15. 
The delegates intimaced that if these terms were 
not acceded to there would be trouble. At to- 
day’s meeting the coal operators agreed upou 
au increase of 642 cents @ ton to hand miuers, 
which falls short of the demand by 5 cents; an 
increase of 22 centsaday to machine miners, 
whicn falls short more than 26 cents, and 15 
cents to helpers and laborers, which is short 30 
and 25 cents. 5 

The miners will meet this week, and the indi- 
cations are that they will reject the offer. If a 
strike should occur St. Louis wonid experience 
a great coal famine, as the outputof the whole 
district is consumed as fastas it is mined and 
there is very little coai now in the hands of the 
deaiers.

CHARLESTON’S GALA WEEK 


IN HONOR OF THE 

RESURRECTION. 

A CELEBRATION IN THE SOUTH AT 

WHICH JEFF DAVIS HAS NOT BEEN 
INVITED TO EXHIBIT HIMSELF. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Oct. 30.—A little over 
a year ago this historic old city lay in ruins. 
Sixty thousand people had been driven out of 
their tottering houses and one had to pick his 
Way through the middle of the roadwaye and 
over large piles of débris. The city that could 
not be shot away py Gilmore’s “ swamp angel” 
had apperently succumbed to the tottering 
earth. But not a bitof it. Charleston is still 
dofng business at the old stand. It is stronger 
to-day than it ever was before, and intends te 
celebrate during the coming week its marvel- 


ous recovery from the wreck and ruin of Au 
gust, 1886. 


The city has been rebuilt during a year ol 
earthquake and disaster, and the city’s business 
has at the same time been enlarged and extend- 
ed. The audacious courage, the unflagzing per- 
severance, and the moral,tintellectual, and finan- 
cial force of Charleston have pulled tie old town 
together in splendid form. There was no sus- 
Pension of business here, even while the solid 
earth was quaking, and during the past 
year the trade of the place smounted 
in round numbers to $66,000,000. Dur- 


ing the past year 6,956 residences and 
other : buildings have been rebuilt or repaired 
and 271 new buildings, the foundations of most 
of which were laid in ground that had not yet 
ceased to tremble withthe oft-recurring shocks, 
have been erected. Of the $4,294,775 invested 
in these improvements the people of Charleston 
Spent $3,000,000 of theirown money, the re 
mainder having been bestowed upon the vie- 
tims of the earthquake by the charity of the 
American people. Ibis not much wonder that 
Charleston is rather proud of its record during 
the past year, and it is not surprising that it 
sbould desire in some apprepriate way to cele 
brate its resurrection. 

For two months preparations have been in 
progress for the great festival whicn will begin 
to-morrow—" Gala Weex,” it is called here. All 
the peoplein the State have been invited to 
come and participate in the pleasures of the 
carnival. Thereis to be no exposition of the 
wonderful material resources of the State, but 
the entire week will be given up to general 
jollification. Tnere will be an almost “* com- 
plete change of programme” on every day of the 
festival. There will be a Volunteer and Thistle 
race between all the pilot boats at this port and 
10 contestants from the neighboring ports. The 
course Will cover 15 miles. All the tug boats in 
the harbor will follow the racers, and the in- 
tention will be to make Charleston Bay as muck 
as possibie like New-York for one day at least. 

And then there will be tub races, rowing 
Matches, aud a cauoe contest between the stal- 

wart colored oarsmen of the adjacent islands. 
To add to the aquatic charms of the carnival 
there will be a grand Venetian procession, boats 
of all descriptious carrying Chinese lanterns and 
illuminated with Greek fire pursuing their snaky 
way through the waters of the Barbor. Fort 
Sumter will be a blaze of light and Castie Pinck- 
ney, Fort Moultrie, anc Fort Ripley will be 
gorgeously illuminated on every night of the 
festival. 

Besides all this Pref. King will go upin a bal- 
loon, the air will be filled with fireworks day 
aud night, a score or two of brass bands wiil 
contest for prizes, while at night from tri- 
uwphal arches erected all along the streets, and 
from thousands of windows aud housetops, the 
city will be wrapped in a perfect sea of light. 
The trades’ display on Tuesday. night will be 
one of the must extensive exhibitions of the 
kind ever seen in the South. There will be zo 
military or political features connected with the 
celebration. The United States flac will float 
everywhere a@ ove the Palmetto tree and Jef 
Davis wili not be here. Nobody is going to make 
a@speech.

The shopkeepers have all laid in large stocks 
of zala week voods, and expect to make a ten- 
strike. It is estimated that at least 100,000 
people will come to CRarleston during the next 
six days. -AH the railroads in the State have 
made & one-cent-amile rate, and bave sot all 
their rolling stock in readiness for the festi- 
val. The hotels and boarding houses expect to 
be crowded, but no one will be allowed tv sleep 
out of doors, or at the station houses, for the 
town expects to keep “open house.” So greatis 
the rush expected to be that quarters have 
already been engaged by hundreds of country 
cousins, Who want to be here when the first

TROOPS TRANSFERRED,

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


ADAM SMITH’S FAMOUS WORK. 


AN INQUIRY INTO THE NATURE AND 
CAUSES OF TEE WEALTH OF NATIONS. 
By ADAM SMITH, LL. D. Reprinted from the 
sixth edition, withan Introduction by_ERNRST 
BELFORT BAX, authorof * A Handbook On the 
History of Philosophy.” In two volumes. Lon- 
don: GEORGE BRL & Sons, New-York: SCRIB- 
NER & WELFORD. 1887. 


Mr. Bax does not say just what need his 
edition of Adam Smith is intended to sup- 
ply, The best known editions of the work 
have been those of Wakefield, MacCulloch, 
and Thorold Rogers. Wakefield’s work 
wvas imperfect. That of Macculloch was 


moro ambitious, but was rather overloaded | 


with the comments of the edition. In Mr, 
‘Thorold Rogers’s édition the notes and 
comments were few and modest. 


edition was interesting though perhaps 
somewhat more discursive than such an 
assay should be. It, moreover, presupposed 
general acquaintance with political econo- 
my rather wider than is apt_to be held by 
many persons who may wish to acquaint 
themselves with tho epoch-making work 
of Adam Smith Mr. Bax’s edition 
thas even fewer . notes than that 
of Mr. Rogers. These are, howW- 
‘ever, interesting and significant. They 


serve tho purpose ef pointing out what was | 


‘original in Smith and what was due to im- 
ature conceptions of his own time, which 
eheldin common with others of his con- 

temporaries. For instance, he adds a foot 

note to the following passage of Smith: 

“ Poverty, though it no doubt discourages, 

does not always prevent marriage. It seems 

even to be favorable to generation. * * * 

Barrenness, so frequent among women of 

fashion, is very rare among those of inferior 

station.” 

‘Adam Smith, when expressing the orthodox 

‘eighteenth century idea upon this subject, 

lwas in direct opposition to that Mal- 

\thusian notion which has obtained such 

igeneral acceptance among modern econ- 

‘omists. 

The intention of Mr. Bax’s contribution 
is evidently to give the student a bird’s-eye 
view over the whole field of historical inquiry 


in relation to this subject and to show just the crotch of a wayside stick, and proceeded | 


what was Adam Smith’s position and rela- 
tion. Of courseit is now universally held 
that money is like any other kind of wealth, 
only diftering from other property in its fit- 


ness asa mediumof exchange, and thatlabor | 


is the source of wealth. But Adam Smith 
was the firstauthor of modern times who 


clearly recognized and expounded these | 


truths and the conclusions which flow 
from them. Some of his ‘ prede- 
ressors, such as Petty. Hume, and Turgot, 
had indeed taken steps in the direction of 
the position which he finally assumed. Mr. 
Bax gives an interesting account of these 
writings, and of the “mereantile theory” 
which they overthrew, viz.,that money was 
the only wealth and trade the only means 
of producing wealth. It is, indeed, amus- 


ing to consider how long that theory held { 


its own and how strenuously, in conformity 
with it, Governments endeavored to curtail 
‘imports and to keep money at home. Mr. 
Bax’s sketch also includes an account of 
Greek and Roman political economy and 
describes the causes of the see Ip wet ag 
to the subject_which prevailed during the 
Middle Ages. But perhaps his most inter- 
esting remarks are those concerning the 
recent school of ‘‘ vulgar economy,” to 
which belong such writers as Waguer, Lave- 
laye, Jevons, and Sedgwick. ‘This school, 


“while criticizing the classical economy | 


both as to premises aud conclusions, seeks 
to harmonize them with rejection of laissez 
‘aire and a systematized State regulation of 
ndustrial relations.” Of John Stu- 
art Mill, who preceded this school 
and whom young collegians of 20 years ago 
made a god of, Mr. Bax says that he “was 
in no senso an original thinker and that 
his book is an alternation of clear state- 
ments of the current views and confused 
attempts to ovade their consequences.” Of 
Prof. Jevons he says that the mathematical 
language in which he exhibits his reasoning 
is “ antic and often meaningless.” The 
whole essay is very clearly, concisely, and 
Sezecah written, and this, with the notes, 
which though few are excellent, and the 
clear type of the original work, make this 
edition of Adam Smith a valuable one.

THE ENGLISH PARLIAMENT. 

THE STUDENT’S HISTORY OF THE ENG- 
LISH PARLIAMENT. In Its Transforma- 
tions Through a Thousand Years. Popular Ac- 
countof the Growth and Development of the 
English Constitution from 800 to 1887. By Dr. 
RUDOLF GNEIST, author of “The History of 
the English Constitution.” New edition. By 
Prof. A. H. KEENE, B. A., F. R.G. 8S.

In reviewing a former translation of this 
work we had occasion to regret that so 
weighty and learned a book should not 
have had a better rendering. An ade- 
quate translation, however, has now been 
made by Prof. Keene. The proofs of the 
new translation have passed through 
Dr. Gneist’s hands. Prof. Keene’s labors 


may therefore be presumed to have re- | 


ceived the author’s approval. It is a work 
which well deserves an adequate English 
resentation. The serious reader cannot 
fail to be profited by the mass of informa- 
tion it contains, and the curious one will be 
interested in the opinions concerning the 
drift of modern society of this deeply 
learned and thoughtful Tory. The Univer- 
‘sity of Berlin has always been a nursery of 
conservatism. Its scholars have been 
brought up to admire the Prussian mon- 
archy. Dr. Gneist’s ideas upon modern 
English politics aré such as we might ex- 
pect them to be from his education. Tho 
author does not lose sight of the relation of 
the present not only te the past, but to the 
future. We observe in a foot note a remark 
which we should think of doubtful truth, 
but which is, nevertheless, interesting. 
The indications are not many that Britis 
democratic progress will, in the future, be 
led by the aristocracy. In speaking of the 
certainty that England must go through the 
stages which society has passed in this 
country, Dr. Gneist says: “It is again a 
self-delusion if any one believes that the 
thoroughly spprained aristocratic bias of 
the nation will prevent England from pass- 


ing through these crises. The only result 


of this sentiment will be that famous old | 


historic names will be found at the head of 
the Radical movement, just as in the 
struggle of the seveyteenth century, to 


which the near future will in all probabili- | 


ty offer some parallels.”

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THE PROPOSED EXTRA SESSION OF THE 
CONNECTICUT LEGISLATURE. 

Norwa.Lxk, Conn., Oct. 30.—The efforts 
now waking to induce Gov. Lounsbury to call 
the Legislature of this State together in special 
session to reeonsider the legislation of the State 
concerning the crossing of public highways by 
railroads have developed some curious facts 
showing that railroad legislation and the con- 
stitutional amendment providing for biennial 
sessions of the General Assembly have been in- 
spired from the same source, and were promoted 
for a specific and well-defined purpose. 

The law giving the Railroad Commissionera 
the power to assess the towns for a part of the 


expenses of separating the grades was passed 
in 1876, and has remained essentially the same 
from that time to the present. At the same ses- 
sion of the Legislature the two houses adopted 
@ proposed amendment to the Constitution “ re- 
lating to biernial sessions of the General As- 
sembly,” but this failed of approval in the 
following year, and the grade-crossing law was 
not enforced, except in five or six cases, until 
this year. Again, in 1878, the two houses passed 
a similar resolution providing for biennial ses- 
sions, and this passed both houses by a constitu- 
tional votein 1879, and was submitted to the 
people on the first Monday in October of the 
same year and rejected by a decisive vote. No 
further effort was madein this direction until 
1883, and the grade-crossing law continued to 
be a dead letter. 

ln 1883 essentially the same proposed amend- 
ment was again introduced, and passed the two 
houses by a bare majority. In 1884, when the 
bill came up, everybody supposed it would fail 
in the House, but Henry B. Harrison, known as 
a very able lawyer and also as a railroad at- 
torney, for the first and only time during the 
session took the floor and made a long and 
powerful speech in favor of the amendment, and 
by this means secured its passage. The Senate 
passed it almost without debate. On the first 
Monday of the following October, the amend- 
ment was ratified by the people on a very light 
vote, lesa than one-half of the total vote cast 
for the State and national tickets. 

By the terms of this amendment the legislative 
session of 1887 was to be the first of the bi- 
ennials. That session came and closed on the

French Government has been warned by its 
agents in Africa, with au earnest recommenda- 
tion to move a division toward the Oran front- 
ier, as a measure of precaution, But, and 
I think wisely, the French Goverament 
declines to act alone, and will do 
nothing capable of misinterpretation, will not 
raise an arm, save in self-defense, unless Spain, 
appreciating the necessity of keeping English 
and Teutonic fingers out of the Moorish pie, 
shall agree to work with her in the cause of 
order. It is sincerely to be hoped that some 
amicable understanding may be reached, as it is 
the interest of both nations to prevent any 
change in the present condition of the Mediter- 
ranean Basin,and a European power, whichever 
it might be at Tangier, means Italy at Tripoli. 
It will be a curious coincidence if for the second 
time within less than 20 years it shoulda be 
Spain and Spanish policy that drags the French 
into one of those inextricable situations whence 
there is no issue possible save war. 

There is no doubt that in the Bismarck-Crispi 
interview, which has been so much commented 
and discussed, German protection was promised 
to the Italiansin their inevitable embroilment 
with France, coupled with the promise of terri- 
torial compensations, on condition that right 
should at least appear to be on their side in any 
quarrel. Now, legally, the French have no rea- 
son to find fault with the contemplated annexa- 
tion of Tripoli, of which they will leave the 
Porte to defend his suzerainty, but Tripoli is 
the least valuable of Turkish pashaliks, and if 
Italy seeks to go there, it is merely to obtain. 
such a footing on African soil as to estaplish a 
convenient base of operations for ulterior move- 
ments upon Tunis, for which, as descendants— 
more or less—of the ancient conquerors of 
Carthage, her children have long  hank- 
ered. Yet, even to go to Tripoli, there 
must be a plausible reason given, and this rea- 
son, Italian politicians maintain, will exist if the 
status quo along the Mediterranean coast be de- 
stroyed by the encroachments of any other Eu- 
ropean power upon Morocco. Only in that event- 
uality, but aurely in that eventuality, will he 
stir, say Crispi and consorts, and you may be 
certain that, if things do not go as they desire 
among the Moors, Gen. Asinari di San-Marjano 
will be told to change his destination from 
Massowah to the Tripolitan. The General's 
record is excellent.

PRESERVING THE SABBATH. 


APPEALS FROM THE PULPIT FOR ITS 
PROPER OBSERVANCE. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Eaton, Pastor of 
the Church of the Divine Paternity, discussed 
the new issue in relation to Sunday observance 
yesterday. ‘“Acrisis has come,” he said, “in 
reference to the civil and religious institution of 
Sunday. There has been a growing laxity in 
the community as to the observance of Sunday. 
Puritanic rigidness and sombreness has given 
way more and more to a spirit of freedom, cheer- 
ful rest, simple worship. A more rational,healthy 
view has obtained. In this work what are called 
the Liberal Churches have united. They have 
believed that Sunday was made for man and not 
man for Sunday, and they have intelligently 
worked on this plan, making the day a day of 
education, beauty, and powerto man. But now 
another step is taken and it is proposed, so far 
as possible, to throw down all barriers, and in- 


telligent and Christian men are invited to so 
change the laws of the State that Sunday, not 
simply as a religious but asa civil institution, 
Shall utterly disappear. The form which this 
movement has taken is that of a political party 
and platform. The party is called the Personal 
Liberty Party, and the single plank in the plat- 


form is the opening of the liquor saloons on Sun- | 


day from 2 P. M. until midnight. 

“Our reasons for confronting this movement 
with determined opposition are, first, religious. 
We oppose the demand because the law is lib- 
eral enough. Second, the moral reasons, The 
immense power of the saloons must in some 
way be controlled, Admit that we have aright 
to license them, and you admit that you can 
eo regulations on their conduct. The work- 
ngman and those whom the evils of drunken- 
ness affect most are especially liabie to tempta- 
tion on Sunday when idle. Third, then there 
are the economic and civil reasons which, with- 
out any reference to any divine law, are a suf- 
ficient justification of the claims which we make 
for the protection of Sunday. Experience and 
observation unite with science and the Bible in 
declaring that there is a law of periodic rest 
and that the bodily health and mental vigor 
of men in every station depends upon a day of 
rest, which is coeval with the existence of man.” 


The Rev. Dr. E. McChesney preached yester- | 


day morning on “The Sabbath Made for Man 
and not Man for the Sabbath,” at St. Paul’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Fourth-avenue and 
Twenty-second-atreet. ‘Undue rigidness in 
Observing the Sabbath is as possible,” he said, 
“as undue laxity, Lorre. is you very possibly may 
say thatgthere is little danger of the former in 
this State. No doubt the general trend is the 
other way. The Sabbath is required for our 
needs, needs for bodily relief, for mental relief, 
above all for

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TO SHIP OYSTERS IN THE SHELL 
From the Philadelphia Ledger, Oct. 28. 

A new method of preserving oysters in 
the shell, so as to transport them to any dis 
tance in a perfectly fresh condition, is being 

| tried at Oxford, Md. The process is of the 
} simplest description, consisting wholly in a sin- 
gle turn of iron wire twisted tichtly around the 
shells so as to keep them so closely shut that 
none of the juices of the oyster can leak out. 
It appears that it is the opening of the mouth 
of the oyster when out of water that causes it 
to “spoil.” There is evidgneo that oysters 
clamped by wire by this method have kept fresh 
for several months, Arrangements are already 


made for the shipment of about 20,000 oysters 
a day to Liverpool.

The total registration this yearis 233,436, 
which is only 2,325.less than the registra- 
tion of last year.

The arrival of the first infected ship, months 
after the Health Officer had been, by his 
own repeated avowals, in daily expectation 
of such an event, found the rooms improp- 
erly divided, the water closets too few and in 


| bad order, the bathtubs in insufficient num- 
| ber,the pumps for flushing the plumbing out 


of order, the drain pipes to the sea badly con- 
structed, necessary furniture lacking in the | 


| dormitories, and no adequate provision for 


eithercleansing or disinfecting clothing and | 
other eftects. | 

It may be claimed that some of these de- | 
fects were due to the want of money to | 
remedy them. ‘This excuse cannot be 
accepted because some of them have 
since been repaired. Nor if there on 
lacking money specifically appropriated, 
need the Health Officer, with his large in- 
come, have hesitated to advance the small 
amounts required for the most urgent 
changes, confident thatit would be repaid to j 
him, and that if it were not it would take 
but an insignificant portion of his gains | 
during the long period that he has been 
kept in his lucrative post by the political | 
influence of Mr. Puatt. In 1886 Dr. SmiTH 
admitted in a report to the Legislature that 
his receipts from various specitied sources 
were, in 1882, $354,135; in 1883, $51,209; 
in 1884, $48,785; in 1885, $48,931, or in 
the four years, $203,060. Whether these 
were all his receipts, or whether they were 
gross or net receipts, was left uncertain. 
But supposing them to be gross and com- 
plete receipts, and deducting from them the 
expenses as reported by Dr. SmitTH for these 
four years, $93,920, we still have net ac- 
kuowledged receipts of $109,140, or an 
average of $27,285 a year. In the absence 
of controllover these accounts and auditing 
of these alleged expenditures, this is plainly 
an understatement. There was also appro- 
priated from the State Treasury from 
$7,000 to $10,000 a year toward repairs 
and improvements at Quarantine. An offi- 
cer with an acknowledged income of over 
$27,000 a year, and with an actual income 
much larger bey ond all question,cannot com- 
plain of inability to find money to prepare 
for a danger of which he has himself for 
years been giving loud and repeated warn- 
ing. 

But if he needed the money for such ur- 
gent requirements, if the want of it imposed 
upon him such grave risks as he has since 
incurred, why did he not make an appeal 
for funds as earnest as his needs were im- 
perative? Hecertainly did notdoso. On 
the contrary, he resisted an attempt to 
make his a salaried office on the ground 
that he had brought it to a perfect condi- 
tion of efficiency and that the change 
would impose on the State taxation for 
funds now raised from foreign commerce. 
He represented his forco of assistants as 
large and liberally paid out of his own 
pocket, and yet to-day, with cholera vessels 
in our harbor, he leaves patients to die 
without an attendant physician, and does 
not from his ample income provide force 
enough either to isolate the sick or guard, 
cleanse, disinfect, and protect those exposed 
and liable to expose others.

The undertaking 
ia of purely Canadian initiative, and though Can- 
ada expects to benefit largeiy by the in- 
creased rapidity of transit thus secured for its 
great interoceanic highway, our American neigh- 
bors will have all the local advantages which 
would have resulted from a colonization railway 
expressly built for the opening up of Maine.

Any person of large analytical powers 
who observes the loading and unloading 
process at the New-York terminus, will see 
that it is accomplished in three stops. That 
is to say, therois a stop to discharge pas- 
sengers, a stop in the process of switch- 
ing, and a third stop to take a load aboard, 
The point aimed at is—with present facil- 
ities—to do all this in two stops. The 
“headway,” or time between trains, is 
under two minutes. The time necessary to 
load a train is under one minute. There- 
fore, if it were possible to save say half a 
minute it would be equivalent to adding, 
roughly speaking, one-third to the head- 
way. That is, more trains could be run, 
with a proportionate increase of accommo- 
dation or more time could be allowed for 
loading. 

If the person of large analytic powers as 
aforesaid happens also to possess large pow- 
ers of synthesis—no allusion is intended to 
the intelligent persons who manage the 
bridge—he will observe that each car has 
two sides, and that each side has three ex- 
its.

lic has had but three Presidents, and the re- 
election of M. GREVyY, not quite two years 
ago, was not only a personal honor, but an 
indication of the desire of France to risk as 
few changes as possible in the head of the 
Government.

RANK HARN’S MURDER. 

DETECTIVES THINK THE MAN WAS SHOT 
IN THE CARRIAGE. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 30.—It appears now that 
the name of tho man found dead in # carriage 
here on Friday last was Harn, and not Horan, 
and that he was murdered afterhe was in the 

} carriage. The detectives incline to the belief 
that two men had crawled into the carriage, 
| one of whom was Harn; that the two 
| had a quarrel, during which Harn pulled out a 
lockof his opponent’s hair, and that he was 
then shot. In support of this theory it is said 


that the only way in which an entrance through | 


the boards to the carriage could be made was 
through an aperture just large enough to 
admit a man near tho dashboard. As 


the victim bled profusely, there would certainly 
be some evidence if he had been shoved in 
through the hole after being killed. Harn’s 
face was powder-burned, and therefore strength- 
ens the belief of a struggie in the carriage, but 
the vehicle is in good condition, and this makes 
this theory seem improbable. 

The corpse was photographed at the Morgue 
yesterday and a post-mortem examination was 
made by the county physician. He found, 
besides the bullet hole over the right eye, a 
fracture of the skull at the base of the brain, 
and another on the temple. Either would have 
proved fatal. Alfred Harn, father of the victim, 
is coming to Chicago to claim the body. 

It was learned at the freight office of the Fort 
Wayne Road in this city that the throuch freight 
which carried the car in which the body of Harn 
was found had been made up in Jersey City, 
and started for Chicago on the night 
of Oct. 21. It stopped to change crews’ 
at the ends of divisions — Philadelphia, 
Harrisburg, Altoona, Pittsburg, Alliance, Crest- 
line, Fort Wayne, and outer Chicago fyards at 
Fifty-fifth-street. The stops at all points ex- 
cept Pittsburg and Chicago would average one 
hour each. A delay of from two to six hours is 
calculated for Eastand West Pittsburg. Itreached 
the outer yards, Chicago, Oct. 27, at 2 P. M., and 
came into the city at 5:20 P. M. the same day. 
The stops made at other stations than those 
above named were presumably brief, and only 
to allow other trains to pass. This freight does 
not stop at Rochester, Penn,, unless to side- 
track fora passing train. The time made by 
the train was considered by railroad men as 
good for this season of the year with the busi- 
ness being done and but a single track almost 
all the route, 

Said a Fort Wayno railroad official: “ My im- 
pression is that the murder took place at some 
Neon on the division between Pittsburg and Al- 

iance, probably in East or West Pittsburg. 
Harn had gone to Pittsburg. The stops of 
the train were long there. Wost of that city 
for several miles the track is* double 
and trains are frequently sided up there for 
several hours. The tracks run along the Ohio 
River out through a touch portion of the city, 
and out into a wild region of country.” 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 30.—A clue has 
heen obtained that may lead to the solving of 
the Chicago freight car mystery. The relatives 
of Frank Harn are positive that the young man 
was murdered in Pittsburg and the body after- 
— placed in the carriage on the car in this 
city. 

Frank Carter, a brother-in-law of Harn, said: 
“Thave traced Frank to Pittsburg, and every- 
thing goes to indicate that he was murdered 
here, and the body being stealthily placed 
in the carriage on the car, it was 
gotten through to Chicago. Harn boarded 
with me at my home in Bridgewater. He 
was agilassblower, and worked up to last Sat- 
urday evening at the Rochester Glass Works. 
He left my home on Sunday afternoon to visit a 
friend. That was the last we ever saw of him. 
I have ascertained positively that ne purchased 
aticket for Pittsburg, and came tothis city 
on the express train. There is no. founda- 
tion for the theory that Frank was intoxicated. 
He bore an excellent reputation and lived quiet- 
ly atmy home. I was with him when he pur- 
chased the ball ticket, and also saw in his pos- 
session a meal ticket from Abel’s restaurant. 
The description answers directly to his appear- 
ance. I can give no theory as to why he should 
be murdered. He had no quarrel with any one, 
and no suspicion attaches toany of his avquaint- 
ances at Rochester.” 

The train arrived from the East about3 o’elock 
on Suhday afternoon, and was immediately 
made up for the West. It did not leave until 
11:55 o’clock that night, however, and in the 
meantime was side-tracked in the yards 
at Strawberry-lane, a very lonely part 
of Alleghen City. No stop was made 
between Allegheny City and _ Alliance, 
Ohio, so that the body must have Sark neces in 
the carriage before the train started. arn was 
alive and weil at 3 o’clock on Sunday afternoon, 
and the indications are that he never got as far 
as the Union Station in this city. 
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PERSECOTING THE INDIANS. 


A SHAMEFUL STORY OF OUTRAGE FROM 
ARIZONA. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Some weeks ago 
the military authorities of Arizona Territory re- 
ported to the War Department that the Sheriff 
of Pinal County held warrants, the legality of 
which was questioned, for the arrest of Eski- 
mizin and 27 other Indians living on the San 
Pedro River in that territory, upon charges of 
grand larency and resisting arrest, and had 
called upon Capt. Pierce, the commanding mili- 


tary officer of the San Carlos Agency, who is 
also acting Indian agent, to aid him in 
making the arrests. Gen. Miles, in re- 
porting the matter. to Gen. Howard, ex- 
pressed the opinion that an attempted arrest 
of these 28 Indians, by local civil officers, would 
rove a serious matter if it did not involve the 
erritory in an Indian war. The whole history 
of the affair is now made public in areport re- 
ceived at the Indian Office from Lieut. J. W. 
Watson, of the Tenth Cavalry, transmitted by 
Capt..Pierce, from which it appears that the In- 
dians have long been the victims of outrageous 
persecutions by the whites. ’ 

From the Indian officials it is learned that Es- 
kimizin was, until within the last few years, the 
head Chief of the Aravaipa and Pinal Apaches, 
for whose occupation the San Carlos Reservation 
was originally established. He was a powerful 
chief, and had great influence with his tribe, of 
which the since notorious Geronimo was a mem- 
ber. Nine years ago, Eskimizin and a number of 
his followers, of their own accord, desiring to 
live in peace with the whites, abandoned their 
tribal relations and took 3: lands in. the San 
Pedro Valley under the Indian Homestead 
law. They built comfortable’ houses and 
barns, irrigated and fenced their lands, and by 
their own unaided industry accumulated consid- 
erable property. It wasan entirely new depart- 
ure In the history of these hitherto fierce Apa- 
ches, andthe Interior Department did every- 
thing in ites power to assist and protect them, as 
did also the officers of the army stationed in the 
vicinity. Before long, however, white settlers 
began to encroach upon their lands, and un- 
successful attempts were made to dispossess 
them by filing ages the very tracts to which 
the Indians had initiated title. The report 
shows that since that time they have been

Scalchi was accompanied by her husband, 
Count Loli, who is as affable and debo- 
nair as ever. When a reporter of THE 
TIMES callel on the distinguished con- 
tralto yesterday she was being entertained 
by Signor and Signora Campanini, in the rooms 
of the latter at the Everett House. There were 
also present Signor Roman Nannetti, basso, 
and Signor M. B. Corsini, buffo. It would be 
dificult to imagine a more jovial gathering. 
Jests and laughter were unremittent, and triv- 
jal incidents of the voyage were recounted 


with the greatest glee. Mme. Scalchi was the 
moving spirit, and she was ably seconded by 
Campanini and Count Loli. 

‘* It wasn’t a nice voyage,” said she, making a 
grimace, ‘‘ Last Tuesday and Wednesday were 
awful, weren’t they, Signor Nannetti?’ The 
basso shook his head and turned a shade paler 
at the recollection.

Oh, my soul is filled with envy 
when I think of Galassi!” When Mme. Scaichi 
concluded this tribute to Signor Galassi’s sea- 
manship she consented to say something of her 
prospects in America. 

“Thave been so oftenin America,” said she, 
** that I feel quite at home here. I have made 
five professional tours indNorth America and one 
in South America. That is pretty good, eh? 
And I like America, too. Why shouldn’t 1% 
Everybody treats me well here, and after all, 
that is what we singers are looking for. I shall 
appear only in concert during this tour, but 
Signor Campanini has got together such a good 
company that it seems to me successis assured. 
We are all old and experienced musicians, and 
consequently we shall never be at a loss for a 
programme. 

“And Mme. Elvira Repetto, the soprano of 
our company—she is a splendid singer and a 
lovely woman. She knows music thoroughly, 
she has a lovely voice, and her style is most cor- 
rect and captivating. I do enjoy singing with 
her. Besides that, she is my dear friend and alto- 
gether a charming woman. I am very fond of 
her. Iregret so much that she conldn’t come 
over with us, but she had to stopin Paris to look 
after her costumes, and we had to sail without 
her. But she left for America yesterday, and in 
a week ehe will be with us again,” and Mme.

Torricelli, Campanini’s violiniste, is nn- 
usually pretty, possessing a fine figure, clear, 
dark complexion, expressive eyes, and mobile 
features. Signor Baidini, the tenor, is a young 
man, tall, rather slender, Italian in syle. anda 
dangerous rival to Signor Nannetti for the dis- 
tinction of being the handsomest man in the 
combination. He forms the most striking con- 
trast to the German tenors we have seen in late 
years. This is bis firat visit to America. Sicnor 
Corsini, the buffo, has been here before. He is 
older than most of his associates, but enjoys the 
reputation of being an excellent artist. 

Signor Antonio Galassi, with whom all Ameri- 
can operagoers are familiar, is stopping at the 
America Hotel. He said that his health was 
perfect, and that he had every confidence in the 
outcome of Signor Campanini’s concert scheme.

THER LABOR VOTE IN 
BROOKLYN OAMPAIGN. 
DEMOCRATS WORKING HARD TO KEEP 
IT DOWN—CHAPIN’S OHANCES DE- 

PEND UPON THEIR SUCCESS. 

Not since Seth Low wrested the Maunici- 
_ pal Government of Brooklyn from the McLaugh- 
lin ring in 1981 have the people of that city de- 
veloped such interest in a Mayoralty campaign as 
they are exhibiting this year. The nomination 
by the Republicans of Col. Andrew D. Baird, the 
warm-hearted Scotch stonecutter, has brought 
out more yoters than ever registered in the city 
before, mere even than cared to enroll them- 
selves during the heated Blaine-Cleveland strug- 
gle of 1884. Inasmuch as this great increase 
eamo from the Republican wards, and before the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor was nominated, 
it is fair to presume that it is composea 
largely of Republicans. This view is further 
Sustained by the enthusiasm exhibited at 
all the Republican mass meetings. Nothing 
like it has been seen before except 
in Presidential campaigns. Take as an 
instance the meeting at the rink on Saturday 
night. That huge place, accommodating over 
$,000 people, was completely filled. The feat- 
ure of that meeting, which was called to indorse 
the State ticket, was the unexpected appearance 
of Col. Baird. The audience forgot ailelse when 


he stepped on the platform, and when he shook 
hands with Co}. Grant the applause was deafen- 
ing. The short speech which Col. Baird made 
then, outlining the course of his administration 
in cast he should be elected, did him more 

ood then any other one thing he has yet done. 

t showed that the assertion of the Democrats 
that he was incapable of making a speech was & 
campaign ite. The address was short, but it 
Went tothe point, and the Colonel could not 
beve said more if he had talked for an hour. 

With only one week of work remaining, the 
Baird managers have every reason to look for- 
ward to a victory. Col. Baird has established 
headquarters in Montague-street, opposite the 
Acadewy of Music, where every day he receives 
the hundreds of business men who Call to ques- 
tion him in regard to his opinions. The Colonel 
is busy from morning until late at night ex- 

vlaining his views on local topics, and it is sel- 
om that a visitor goes away dissatistied. Each 
succeeding day brings Col. Baird fresh assur- 
anees of support from the most unexpected 
quarters. The most significant of these come 
from organizations of laboring men. Col. 
Baird employs several hundred workmen, 
ekilled and unskilled, in his bluestone 
ard, and (every one of them is work- 
ug vigorously for his success. “I have 
never broached the subject to them,” said the 
Colonel, “because [ did not want them to think 
that their bread and butter depended upon their 
voting for me. This campaign has nothing to 
do with my business, and any one of my men 
ean vote for and work for Mr. Chapin, provided 
such work does not take him away from busi- 
ness during business hours.”. Notwithstanding 
this opportunity to support a Democrat if he 
wished, every one of these workmen sigped au 
uddress to the labor organizations of the city on 
Saturday caliing upon them to support Andrew 
D. Bairf for Mayor. The address reviewed his 
eonduect toward laboring men for the last 25 
Years, and pointed out that he had always paid | 
the highest wages and in return got the best 
work. 

There is very little doubt that the labor vote 
Will decide the fate of the Democratic candidate 
for Mayor this year. If, as the Democratic 
leaders ars boldly asserting, it can be ‘“‘con- 
troiled,’ Mr. Chapin will be the next Mayor; 
butif the Labor Party leaders are faithful to their 
followers, Mr. Chapin will be defeated. In pre- 
Views years, the labor vote has been .boomed 
end advertised extensively as a political organi- 
vation, only to be sold outright to the local 
Democracy afew days before election. There 
seems to have been some difficulty about making 
sucha deal this time, as was shown in the stupid 
uttemptto pay Clancy, the Labor candidate for 
Mayor, $5,000 to force his associate candidate 
for Sheriff, James Webb, off the ticket. Mr. Binns, 
who made the attempt, was an agent of the 
Democratic General Committee. He was 
promptiy kicked out of Mr. Clancy’s house and 
down the front steps. Since that time no fur- 
ther effort to purchase the party has been made; 
or at least, it has not yetleaked out. 

Iti evident that the Democratic leaders are 
nlarmed over this Labor vote and have deter- 
rineiti to kill it off in some way. Register 
Nurtha, who is running Chapin’s campaign, 
said, on Saturday,that the Labor candidates 
would poil 8,000 votes, “but,” he added, “ we 
have them wellin hand.” To be “well in Mr. 
Murtha's hand” bodes little good to the Labor 
Party.

The reception room of the Montefiore 
Home for Chronic Invalids, 501 East Eighty- 
Tourth-street, was filled with Directors and 
friends of the institution yesterday morning at 
the annual meeting. The home, in the few years 
since it was founded, has outgrown its quarters, 


and, whereas it can accommodate only 30 
patients, two or three times that number are 
clamoring for admission. An outdoor depart- 
meut has been added, however, so that some of 
the cases for which there is no room receive 
treatment. 

President Jacob H. Schiff’s report showed the 
home to be in a very prosperous condition. 
Work has been begun on the new building at the 
Boulevard and One Hundred and Forty-first- 
Blreet, and itis expected that it will be ready 
for occupancy in about a year.

A VARIETY OF COMPLAINTS. 


AIRING GRIEVANCES BEFORE THE CEN- 
TRAL LABOR UNION. 

The Central Labor Union yesterday re- 
eeived a communication from the building trade 
section complaining of the arrest of the walking 
delegates at the instigation of Merritt & Co.» 
pbuilding contractors. A resolution was passed 
@enouncing the arrest as part of a conspiracy 
to bulldoze and intimidate organized labor- 
ing men, and a committee was appointed to 
arrange for a mass meeting to protest against 
the arrest. The Socialist members of Branch 


No. 4 of the United Carpenters and Joiners 
complained against what they called the 
reorganization of their association by the order, 
and asked for an investigation. Branch No, 4 
had been reorganized, and a number of Socialists 
were excluded beceuse they hadinsisted in dis- 
cussing politics at the meetings of the branch, 
and because they had trailed their colorsin pass- 
ing the reviewing stand in Union-square on La- 
bor Parade Day because Henry George stovud 
there. The Central Labor Union, however, 
tabled the complaint. 

The Arbitration Committee reported that it 
had been informed Wy the firms of Ridley & Co. 
and of Lord & Taylor that by their contracts 
made with theircontractors who did work at the 
stores of those firms it was provided that only 
union men should be employed. The Laborers’ 
Union complained that Ebling & Co. employed 
seab laborers on their brewery. This matter was 
referred to the Arbitration Committee. The 
meeting appointed a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Barr, Block, and Hotchkiss, to collect 


i subscriptions for the relief of the locked-out 


brassworkers. The furniture trades section 
reported that Merz & Son, of Port Chester, had 
locked out their men because they objected to 
working more than 54 hours wu week. The meet- 
ing decided to sustain the locked-out men, and 
called upon all workingmen to refuse to handle 
any work that might come from that factory. 

The German federated trades handed in a set 
of resolutions in favor of the condemned Chi- 
eago Anarchists. The resolutions called upon 
all workingmen to lay aside their work on the 
day preceding the one appointed for the execu- 
tion in order to make wonster demonsirations 
in the streets, squares, and different halis during 
the day and evening and to demand amuesty for 
the Aniarchists; also to demand the punishment 
of those who conspired to rob the citizens of 
their sacred rights and who sold their country 
to the money bags. The Central Labor Union, 
however, simply referred the resolutions to a 
committee. 

John O’Connell, President of the Ale and 
Porter Employes’ Protective Association, and 
George W. Dunn, of the Executive Board of 
District Assembly No. 49, complained that the 
Protective Association was being persecuted by 
the firm of Leavy & Britton, supported by the 
Ale and Porter Boss Brewers’ Association. On 
Oct. 8, they said, the men at Leavy & Britton’s 
struck because Mr. Leavy had told them that 
they must leave the association or he would 
Cischarge them. Therenpon Mr. Leavy insti- 
tuted asuit against Mr. O’Connell for $100,000 
on a claim that O'Connell had insti- 
gated the strike in favor of a certain 
prewer. Mr. O’Connell then obtained the 
affidavits of 23 journeymen who swore that the 
strike was occasioned by Mr. Leavy’s threat to 
discharge them. The aftidavits were submitted 
tothe Boss Brewers’ Association, where Mr. 
Miles wanted to cross-examine the witnesses 
secretly after Mr. Leavy had declared that his 
oath was of more importance than the 23 affida- 
vits of the journeymen. The representatives of 
the journeymen objected to such proceedings, 
and said they were willing to have an 
open examination. No satisfactory decision 
was reached, and now the journeymen and 
District Assembly No. 49intend to fight Leavy 
& Britton. They will watch the barrooms where 
beer manufactured by that firm is sold and will 
get the proprietors arrested for every violation 
of the Sunday law, and if they sell liquor to 
minors, unless the Boss Brewers’ Association 
withdraws its support from Mr. Leary. 

The Executive Board of the Dry Goods Sales- 
men’s Union has been trying to enforce the 
Sunday law with very little success. They 
complained to Mayor Hewitt and sent him the 
names of several violators of the law, and the 
complaint was forwarded to Police Headquar- 
ters. The salesmen now believe the police are 
in league with the merchants, because several 
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|PANACEAS FOR POVERTY 


PROHIBITION OR GEORGE'S 
LAND THEORY? 

A DEBATE BY JOHN LLOYD THOMAS 
AND DR. M’GLYNN, BUT NO DECIS- 
ION BY THE REFEREES. 

For an out-and-out temperance meeting 
there seemed to be an unusally large crop of 
awful examples at Cooper Union yesterday aft- 
ernoon. It wasnot thatsort of a meeting, how- 
ever, though it was held under the direction of 
the Manhattan Temperance Association. That 
body, popular asit may bo, could hardly induce 
s0 many people to attend one of its ordinary 
meetings. Cooper Union has been crowded on 
Several occasions lately, but it could not well 
hold any more people than sat and stood in it 
yesterday afternoon. 

These people stood their ground for over three 
hours, too, and listened attentively to every 
word that was uttered in a debate between the 
the Rev. Dr. McGlynn, on the one side, and 
John Lioyd Thomas, of Baltimore, ou the other. 
The subject of debaté was, ‘* Prohibition against 


the Henry George Theory,” or was so stated on 
the programme. The gentleman from Baltimore, 
though a much smaller man, physically, than 
Dr. McGlynn, got much the best of the argu- 
mentin an attempt to prove that prohibition 
would be of moro benefit to humanity than the 
George land theory. The Prohibitionists turned 
outin force, but were outnumvered by the ad- 
hereuts of George and McGlynn, and if the andi- 
ence had been permitted to name the winner, as 
was the original intention, the man from Balti 
more would have come in a bad second. 

It wasacurious gathering in many respects. 
Bonnets outnumbered tiles three to one. The 
women were more demonstrative than the men. 
Many of the latter applauded the hits of Yoth 
speakers. The women only waved handker- 
chiefs, or screamed in support of their own side. 
The Prohibitionists were storpgest in the front 
seats and in the body of the hall; they bad come 
early. TheGeorge-McGiynn theorists formed a 
semi-circle. White canvas banners overhung 
the stage. The inscriptions upon them would 
have chilled a hard drinker. 

Two cornetists and a pianist furnished instru- 
mental music. Everybody was invited to sing 
temperance songs, but only the Prohibitionists 
accepted, It was announced that, at a future 
meeting, an opportunity would be given to Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine, to De Lancey Nicoll, 
to Col. Fellows, and to Louis Post to ex- 

lain their exact attitude toward Prohibition. 

[artine’s name was received in silence; so was 
that of Fellows. Cheers and hisses, with the 
cheers in the majority, were given for Nicoll, 
Post captured a good deal of applause and no 
hisses, the temperance people not being so in- 
tolerant or so impolite as the thick-and-thin ad- 
herents of George and McGlynn. The officers 
of the association were deputed to arrange fora 
mass meeting at Chickering Hall to-night. ; 

Every body applauded when it was announced 
that the debate would be opened by John Llovd 
Thomas, who would speak for 40 minutes. He 
would be followed by Dr. McGlynn in a speech 
lasting for 40 minutes. Then the Rey. John O. 
Bache would fill a gap of 20 minutes, after 
which—to say nothivg of a collection—Mr. 
Thomas would speak for 15 minutes and Dr. Mc- 
Glynn would do likewise. Dr. Funk, who pre- 
sided, said the referees would be the Rev. Dr. 
Shorey and the Rev. J. M. Anketell, the latter 
for McGlynn, the former for George. ‘Lhe ques- 
tion of superiority would be decided by a vote of 
the audience. 

With every appearance of alacrity Mr. Thomas 
entered the ring. He is short and spare of frame, 
wears a small, light mustache and spectacles. 
Contrasted with Dr. McGlynn he looked very 
small. His adherents had confidence in him, 
however, and cheered him frantically before he 
opened his mouth.

Prohibition would 
close the schools of iniquity and give the world 
a race only alittle lower than the angels. The 
money spent in six days for beer and whiskey 
would keep the carpet mills of the country run- 
ning for three and a half months, and put a 
carpet in every house in the lana. 

“To prove,” said Mr. Thomas, “how foolish it 
is to spend money for liquor, let me prove by 
fizures how much profit the laboring man, who 
spends that money, gets out of it in compar- 
ison to What he makes out of the same money 
when spentfor other purposes. Of $100 spent 
for boots and shoes labor’s share 1s $20 71; for 
clothing, $17 42; for furniture, $23 77; for 
hardware, $24 17; for cotton goods, $16 91; 
for woolens, $12 86; for liquor, $1 23.” 

“T believe in the ownership of the land by the 
people,” he continued, ‘‘and every man might 
own his share if he gave 18 years of his 
beer money forit. It is said the workingman 
pays no taxes; he pays for all; in some shape or 
other he pays for all. The drink bill would buy 
all the taxable property in the country in 18 
years and putas much more in the bank. In 
1880 the wealth of the country was $43,642,- 
000,000. In less than 50 years the drink bill of 


hat, | the country would purchase all that, and the 


waste money saved would double its value.” 

MeGlynn’s adherents stood up and shouted as 
he stepped forward. Dr. McGlynn’s address was 
more of an anti-prohibition argument than an 
attempt to prove that the George land theory 
would be of more benetit to humanity than 
would prohibition. Aware that a majority of 
the andience was in sympathy with him, and 
knowing that an occasionai dash of humor would 
probably prove more acceptable than cold 
figures, Dr. McGlynn dealt only in generalties., 
The curse of drink, he said, was not always the 
cause of degradation. There was pretty thor- 
ough prohibition among those who made shirts 
for 60 cents adozen. It was competition that 
kept so many laboring people at or just above 
starvation point. No man surpassed him in his 
objection to the abuses of intoxicants, but he 
was not in favor of a movement that would in- 
fringe upon personal liberty. 

“We must not be monomaniacs,” said Dr. 
McGlynn. * We must not conclude that because 
# man has not tasted or heard of alcohol he is 
a sage or asaint.’” 

ah od dpa legislation, he maintained, had 
proved a failure. TheState had no right to en- 
act laws under which men could be punished for 
private immorality which did not infringe upon 
the present statutes or interfere with the rights 
of others. The law should not be allowed to 
punish a manif he saw fit to get drunk near his 
own bed. Prohibition might do much geod, but 
the speaker was not prepared to say that 1t 
might notdo much more harm than good as an 
invasion of personal liberty. It would bea poor 
business if one could not take the glass of ale the 
doctor had ordered because the law had made it 
a penal offense for any one to manufacture ale. 
Personal liberty should be respected. He hoped 
his hearers would not be carried away by mono- 
mania. The George land theory, if carried into 
effect, would abolish poverty, and with it the 
crimes that grow out of it. Instead of labor 
being compelled tobeg of capital, capital would 
then be compelled to beg of labor, and labor

In his second round Mr. Thomas asked Dr. Me- 
Glynn a number of questions touching his land 
theories, and in his last bout these questions 
were carefully overlooked by Dr. McGlynn, who 
spoke until time was called three times, Both 
men were apparently anxious to continue the 
war, but the rules of the game were closely ob- 
served. Though the meeting had been talked 
at for nearly three hours it was willing to listen 
and cheer, seemingly, for a couple of hours 
Jonger.

He did not see, he said, 
how the police authorities could be blamed, as 
their action in the premises was forved by the 
Grand Jury. The opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel referred to by Mayor Hewitt was teliv- 
ered by Judge Lacombe last April, and Mr. 
O’Brien’s opinion has not been asked, Mr. 
O’Brien said that, in view of the large interests 
affected and owing to the fact that long-contin- 
ued use of the streets had almost ripened intoa 
custom and was sanctioned by ordinance and 
license, no action should bo taken until the 
whole subject had been onarefully considered. 


Then it would be time so to regulate the matter 


as to do no injustice, 


HEADLESS AND HORRIBLE. 


IT WAS MIDNIGHT AND MA WING FROZE

He does not drink 
hot waters, and always adulterates his opium. 
Consequently his statements are entitled to con- 
siderable credit. As Ma Wing settled his back 
comfortably against the pole and preparea to 
recount his adventures he was specdily sur- 
rounded by a score or more of his shivering com- 
patriots who indorsed everytbing he said. This 
was bis tale: 

* Qui La (the ghost) thin and tallee like Mell- 
can man, all diessed in white shirtee. He come 
lound by 12 o’elock, when allee samee dark as 
lattlap. Me lock my dlor and goto bed. Heno 
open dlor, no wantee allee samee Qui La. When 
T see him, big, white, no head, I scleam, and then 
he gullump at me, and Jun tikee allee samee 
dam foolee. Qui La go through wall. Allee 
samee hoilible !” 

Ma Wing was not the only one who saw the 
glost. His description is corroborated by others 
who board in the house, and all agree that no 
more unique and clever ghost ever visited these 
shores. No. 18 Mott-street is regarded as a 
haunted house, and its inmates would rather 
perish in the keen north wind than spend the 


night in the warm company of the headless 
spectre. 


THE SCOTIISH RITE

MASONS OBTAINING POSSESSION OF THE 
RUTGERS CHURCH. 

The Trustees of the Rutgers Reformed 
Presbyterian Chureb, at Twenty-ninth-street 
and Madison-avenue, have sold the property to 
the representatives of the Ancient Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry. For the past 
years the congregation of the Rutgers Church, 


which was the old Seventh Ward Church, have 
become scattered, and a handsome edifice at 
Seventy-third-street and the Boulevard is rapid- 
ly approaching completion, It is there that 
services are expected to be held next January. 
The price to be paid by the Masons is $126.000. 
The dimensions of the property are 74 feet by 95 
feet, and as the church alone cost $123,000, it is 
thought that, with the three lots on Madison- 
avenue, having a valuation of $100,000, the 
Scottish Masons have secured a good bargain. 
The organ, which is considered one of the finest 
in the city, cost $8,500, and is included in the 
purchase. 

In order to acquire real estate as a body it was 
necessary for the Scottish Masons to obtain a 
new charter, and an association has recently 
been formed entitled, ** The Consistory of New- 
York City Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry,” of which the Trustees are Gen. 
Charles Roome, George W. Millard, and Charles 
T. McClenachan. Their duties will be to get the 
property clear of debt, and, acting under the 
special statute of 1869, which permits com- 
manderies of Templars and the Scotush Rite of 
the Northern jurisdiction to acquire prop- 
erty in joint membership, to transfer 
it to the Scottish Masons as a_ body. 
The old Rutgers Church will be called the 
Scottish Rite Hall, and, while a great many 
alterations are contemplated, it will only be 
necessary to remove all the pews to obtain a 
clear floor, and perhaps add two galleries, as the 
craft own $15,000 worth of scenery and proper- 
ties, which are movable. Mr. McClenachan said 
to a reporter last night: ‘‘ We have secured the 
most eligible site in the city for our purposes. 
There 1s a mortgage of $65,000 on the property, 
and we will pay the difference between that 
amount and the purchase price with the cash in 
our treasury and the proceeds of bonds to be 
sold awong the brethren. We expect to give a 
public entertainment next January, when the 
property is to be turned over to us, and our in- 
stallations will retain their former reputation of 
being of the highest order.”

SUNDAY. 


MR. ROUND’S PLEA FOR THE REFOR- 
MATION AND HELP OF CONVICTS. 

** Prisoners’ Sunday” was the subject of a 
discourse by W. M. F, Round, Secretary of the 
New-York Prison Association, at the Berean Bap- 
tist Church yesterday morning. Mr. Round said 


that when the present reform movement was 
begun 1n 1884 only 40 churches were interested, 
while now over 400 were taking an active part, 
and, until quite recently, no financial assistance 
had been asked by them. After tracing the his- 
tory of prison reform he concluded: 

‘A great deal has already been 2ecomplished, 
but there is a great work still before us. The 
orison system of to-day is based upon the old 

vitical idea of an eye for an eye, instead of on 
the Christian pee of correction and reform. 
All this should now be changed. The criminal 
is the natural enemy of society; but, instead of 
being continually at war with him, we should 
endeavor to make him our friend. The Elmira 
Reformatory is an illustration of what can be 
accomplished in that line. The percentage of 
reformation there is 75 out of 100, while in 
our other jails and prisons the percentage 
is less than 18, although the administration 
of the prisons of New-York is superior to that 
of any other State in the Union. The Jails, how- 
ever, are as bad as they were in John Howard's 
time. An average of 25 prisoners are confined 
in each of the 66 county jails in the State, and 
these waste their hours in idleness. The only 
contact they have with religion is for one hour 
on Sunday. What must be done is to awaken 
the thought that there is some real manhood in 
them still, and that if they try they can yet 
enjoy the privileges and blessings of a good 
Christian life. 

“But in order to accomplish this we must help 
the prisoner by reforming ourselves in one re- 
spect. The intense prejudice that prevaiis 
against all ex-convicts must be cleared away. 
Of course it is well to be watchful of them; still 
they should be given achance. Asit is now, @ 
convict receives his discharge after having 
served his time. He has been taught a trade so 
that he may earn an honest living when he gets 
out. But he can get no work. The ex-convict is 
shunned like a thing accursed. Should he be 
fortunate to find an employer willing to give 
him a chance, thetrades unions interfere and 
once more he is cast adrift. His last hope gone, 
itis only taturai thathe should turn back to 
vice and crime.”
